In the motion before City 
Council on September 3 the 
councilman said he sought to 
determine what is the criteria 
used by CCI in its decisions 
on whether to release an in- 
dividual on bond or not. 
Chenault suspects that 
release is obtained at the 
judgement of the CCI. If this 
is so, Chenault believes that 
the policy may be in violation 
of the state’s new criminal 
rule which favors pre-trial 
release of first offenders in 
misdemeanor cases 


“This discretionary pris-

BLACKBIADS: The Bluckbyrds (Fantasy, F-94444) have 
studied under, travelled with, and sound just like Donald 
Byrd sometimes, but never quite as nice. Larry Mizell com- 
pletes this unaccomplished package of eight tracks, which is 
of no particular, fault of the Blackbyrds; Joe Hall, bass; Kieth 
Killing, drums; Kevin Toney, keyboards; Barney Perry, guitar; 
Allan Barnes, saxophone; and Perk Jacobs, percussion. 

Perhaps the album deserves more comment than |_am 
willing to give, but when you understand that Dr. Byrd is a 
teaching (genius) -'in - residence at Howard University and 
think about his obvious influence on these dudes, it is 
possible to consider that you are listening to a synthetic 
sympnony loosely organized but acceptable as right-wing, 
contemporary jazz. “Do it, fluid’ and “Life Styles” are in- 
dependently interesting; the rest is positively boring. 

_ BYRD, JOHN: Your Thing and My Thing (Equals a Good 
Thing) (20th Century, T-436) is a relatively minor album, ac- 
tually inferior on many accounts but refreshing on others 
because it does not pretend to be anything other than a 
beginner's first effort, just a wee bit better than something 
that the Mummies (alias the Egyptians) might do. Hopefully, 
it's intended for “at home" use, listening, probably as 
background music for a potentially disgusting and unin- 
teresting evening. Its main redemptive characteristic remains 
in its use of those cotton-picking guitar pluckers from the 
Muscle Shoals (Alabama) studio; the latter work with their in- 
struments like they are dragging their fourth 100-pound sack 
near quitting time. In the midst of all.this, however, every now 
and then, Your Thing and My Thing will make its presence 
known: “Sunshine” is rather hip; “Wait ‘Til Tomorrow" bor- 
ders on the puffy and runs into the beaty, and “I Can't Stop 
Loving You, Girl” adds a rather nice, easy sort of touch. 

DeSHANNON, JACKIE: Yuur Baby is a Lady (Atlantic, 
SD-7303). is a winner, where that lovely English lady sounds 
mostly like herself but also a lot like Royal Princesses, Ross, 
Flack, Streisand, Everett, “Baby Washington,” James, and a 
wee-bit of Her. Queen Mamaship. Of course these are only 
minor suggestions, but there is justification. 

Ms. DeShannon is ably supported by Antisia Music, com- 
prised of Wm. Easton, Arthur Jenkins, Ralph MacDonald, and 
Wm. Salter, who double as producers, players, writers and 
arrangers. Most frequently, MacDonald has been with Mde. 
Flack, pushing and pulling the lady with the likes of Richard 
Tee, Cornell Dupree, Hugh McCracken, et al., in one of the 
tightest and most sought after rhythm section in any recor- 
ding studio; they are supported by George Coleman, Joe 
Farrell, Seldon Powell, Harold Vick, Frank Wess, etc, on 
horns; Gene Orloff, strings, and vocal support by Cissy 
Houston, Deidre Tuck, Gwen Guthrie, Judy Clay, J.R. Bailey 
and Sammy Turner. Wm. Easton is alot responsible for those 
slick arrangements found on Ms. Franklin's Let Me Into Your. 
Life. After all that, there is no reason why Miss DeShannon 
should not sound extra-specially goods; she does!

After the Civil War days, 
black colleges began to 
spring up, but most of them 
were mere mimics of white 
colleges and universities, full 
of brain matter subjects and 
all that. But Booker T. 
Washington saw it differently. 
He believed that the ex-slave 
had to learn how to be a car- 
penter, a farmer, a_ brick 
mason, and he emphasized 
those subjects in the school 
he founded at Tuskegee In- 
stitute, 

White educators caught on 
and began manual training 
courses for boys and cooking 
and sewing for girls in grade 
schools. Then the high 
schools began to introduce 
shop and it became a 
dominant course for boys 
who coutd not get that high 
school math, English and 
history through their heads. 

All kinds of mechanical 
training crept into the school 
courses as machinery was in- 
vented and developed. Yes, 
Benjamin Franklin's dream, 
the high school, was all tur- 
ned around by the Booker T. 
Washington influence. 

One sees special schools 
of this or that kind all along 
the street.

WASHINGTON -- (NBNS) — 
President Ford has signed a 
controversial school aid bill 
which former President Nixon 
at one time threatened to 
veto, 

The $25 billion measure 
was described by Ford as a 
“good,” but “not perfect bill” 
and he suggested that he was 
Signing it -in the “spirit of 
cooperation and  con- 
ciliation.” 

The bill, however, contains 
the strongest anti-busing ap- 
Proved by the Congress and 
signed into public law to 
date. Those provisions 
restiict federal courts from 
ordering busing of children 
beyond the next closest 
school to a child's home. 

But judges are given the 
leeway to order more distant 
busin if needed to meet the 
constitutional rights of black 
children.

He added that ‘'very 
signiticent progress has been 
made,” and that the country 
must now “move from the 
narrow pages in the past" to 
a more flexible approach. 

“In a very real sense,” the 
President said, “this bill will 
help return power...to people 
in their own communities. 
Decisions will be made at the 
local level. Action will come 
at the local level. And respon- 
sibility for results will be 
placed squarely where it 
belongs...at the local level,” 
President Ford said in his 
prepared text. 

In the President’s speech 
he conceded that no one ex- 
pects this bill to bring sub- 
stantial or immediate relief to 
the housing market but over

He added candidly that the

middie” in the varying color range bet- 
ween jest black and lily white 

And long before the present 
generation of black-power fire-eaters 
and separatists came tlaming upon the 
cwil rights scene, Lady Pearl was ac- 
ting out what became a lifetime com- 
miment to making American 
Democracy what it has always preten- 
ded to be 

Of the legion of civic, civil rights 
social and philantrophic causes lo 
which she gave outstanding commit- 


ment and/or leadership, her strongest 
was to the National Association for the 
Advancement ot Colored People, which 
still remains the bellwether of 
everything that has tried to either 
emulate or eliminate it during the more 
than a half-century of its existence 

Her more than 50 years of member- 
ship in and contributions to the Alpha 
Kappa Alpha sorority, during which 
time she heid all of the national offices 
up to becoming the Grd Supremes 
Basileus, helped orient this once purely 
social organization into a community 
conscious springbord which launched 
a legion of black middle-class women 
into. meaningful programs to change 
the system, assert the rights of women, 
and to pump money and brains into the 
civil rights struggle 

Regrettably, we understand, there are 
no special VIP designations among the 
angels, but if there happens to be such 
an arrangement, we are certain that the 
heavenly record-keeper will have aler- 
ted the angelic assignment clerk to 
reserve a special segment, with the very 
best view, for Lady Pearl on cloud nine.

Lottery Legality Tested 


The. question of the legality of the State's Lottery 
operation was raised times by this column 
long before the first balls were drawn and the winning 
numbers announced. While our questions failed to 

esponse from anyone officially connected 
with the Lottery, it was of interest to note that Atty. 
Gen. William B. Saxbe has raised the same question. 

Saxbe; however, with the U.S. Dept. of Justice un- 
der his command, has asked for, and he's ultimately 
going to get, the answers as to whether the Lottery is 
in violation of the Federal anti-gambling law. And to 
prove that he means business, he has summoned the 
states, or their 


this matter with him. 

In seeking the information, Saxbe, who has an 
established reputation for speaking in terms of the 
common man, is apt to ask this simple question, “it 
Lottery ain't gambling, what is it?” 

As anyone who has seen him in operation knows, 
he is likely to shift his cud of tobacco from one side of 
his mouth to the other and ask what is the difference 
between spinning a policy wheel in a backroom ofa 
slum area, and pulling the Lottery pills from an ex- 
pensive sophisticated gadget in the State House 
Rotunda. 

After the lottery representatives try to answer that 
tough but logical question, the Squire of Mechanic- 
sburg will probably want to know why policy wheel 
operators and their agents are required to purchase a 
$50 gambling certificate, while the Lottery ticket ped- 
diers are exempted. 

Of course, one can only speculate as to what the 
final decision will be, but don't be surprised if the 
state numbers racket operation will be drastically 
revised if not outlawed all together when Bill Saxbe 
gets through with it. 

Any candidate who has to face an opponent ina 
statewide race who answers to the name of Brown, 
realizes that he's in very serious trouble. As an exam- 
ple, there are four Browns on the state tickets at the 
Nov. 5 election this year. The three incumbents are: 
Secretary of State Ted Brown; and Lt. Gov. John W. 
Brown, both Republicans and William J. Brown, 
Democratic Attorney General. Based on the magic ap- 
peal oftheir names, all three are favored to be reelec- 


ted. 

The fourth Brown, Clifford F. of Norwalk, O., is a 
relatively newcomer on the state political scene. A 
Democrat, the 59 year old senior judge of the Sixth 
District Court of Appeals is challenging Associate 
Justice Thomas M, Herbert, Columbus Republican, 
for his seat on the Ohio Supreme Court. 

Herbert, although running with the benefit of the in- 
cumbency, is and with all the justification in the 
world, running scared. It's not because he" hasn't 
been: good Justice of the Court, or lacks the overall 
qualifications to serve on the state’s highest tribunal. 
It is simply because his opponent was fortunate 
enough to be named Brown and because so many 
voters are stupid enough (no insult intended) to cast 
their ballot for a popular name in Ohio. 

Since there are no legal means of preventing the | 
Browns from using their name for their own political 
advantage, unless the voters become more, respon- 
sible and intelligent, there is a distinct possibility that
